No Short Circuit on the Summer Circuit 


To echo the despondent cry that summer stock is not as it was in the good old 
days meaning it is now big business implies that leaky roofed barns wispy with hay 
clad beams and unpaid bills are necessary components of summer stock. However, this 
is not true. Today summer stock is, as summer stock was in the beginning in its 
basic aims and endeavors, but now it is better equipped to follow its original aim 
of providing young people with a chance to learn theater. And today more than 
‘ever before it remains the only way to do just that. 


The basic aims of summer stock........ to try those things which big business Broadway 
would not chance and to teach young people where top flight producers did not have 
the time ... are being carried out today by the Cape Playhouse, and carried 
out to such an extent that talent scouts frequent its doorways many times during 
the nine week season. 


Young people from colleges all over the country come as apprentices to the 
playhouse. These apprentices are assigned each week to different departments in 
the theater from box office to painting scenery. They learn the complete operation 
of the summer theater and besides this they take parts along with experienced 
Broadway stars. 


They receive invaluable training under actual working conditions. The sets they 
tack and paint must stand—there isn’t time for mistakes. They handle money, tickets 
and statements under the supervision of people who have worked in the theatre for 
many years. They learn proper decorum, a clean, sharp way of working that separates 
the professional from the amateur. They . have the rare privilege of watching 
director Arthur Sircom guide the performances of the actors and mold productions 
into an integrated whole. From the stars appearing at the Playhouse they learn many of the 
niceties of delivering a line to give it the best interpretation, the nuances necessary 
to span the gap between just being an actor. and being a star, and they meet people 
who often help them skyrocket their career. Thus, today young people in summer 
stock learn from experienced people rather than stumbling along together as in 
earlier days when top notch people stuck to big money on Broadway and considered 
summer stock unprofessional. Today, experience is gained as was always the case, 
but today it is gained in a shorter time and with more direction. 


However, one thing that will always remain the same is the basic spirit of summer 
stock. The people are still young and adventuresome. Saturday night strike night 
when the old set is torn down and the new set put up manager and apprentice alike 
lend a hand. Sunday morning sunrise finds as in the old days tired bodies catching 
a wink of sleep on anything that looked comfortable the night before though stiff 
necks and aching limbs belie their choice. The coffee pot still boils perpetually in the 
shops, planks of wood are still not exactly the right size at times and sunburns are 
still topped with poison ivy. 

The closeness and comraderie is there with people working harder and longer than 
they ever have before and doing so because they want to. Tears and arguments are as 
prevalent as ever within the close knit group who do and die for the show. To a casual 
observer often the adage of tempest in teapots seems appropriate, but to those 
working in summer stock things will always be just as important as they seem. 


Memories of summer stock be it 1900 or 1951 still take in the midnight swims, the 
hot dog roasts, the time you moved the manager and his bed out by the side of 
the road while he slept, the broken down press car and the stray dog that upset 
the third scene of the first act. 

The outward appearance of summer stock is different but the spirit of it, its value 
as a training ground and its amusing unchangeableness is still the same ., Big business 
hasn’t short circuited the summer circuit. 
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SEA WITCHES OF CAPE COD

If you associate the word witch with 
elderly ladies with steeple hats, black 
cats, broomsticks, then you are no Cape 
Codder. For every Cape man knows 
that Peninsula witches are different. They 
belong to the ancient , classical tradition 
of the water-witch or siren. They are 
young, beautiful, alluring, with sea blue 
eyes, golden hair, and all manner of 
witchery. Sometimes they disguise them- 
selves as old dames or good-wives, but 
the disguise is never entirely completed 
and you can usually spot them by the 
red heels on their shoes. 

Most sea witches of the Cape frequent 
Dune Country from Chatham to Province- 
town, though one well recorded Cape 
witch, with great power over ships at sea, 
refused ever to look upon the ocean. 
Liza Tower Hill of the Luminous Forest 
she was called and she lived mid-Cape, 
in the heart of the partly felled wood 
where the tree stumps gleamed with 
ghostly phosphorescent light. 

From Race Point to Monomoy, along 
the “Graveyard of Ships”, Cape witches 
kept themselves busy, and_ financially 
solvent, by displaying false lights in 
the dark of the moon to lure ships over 
the bars. This device proved so lucrative

in salvage and wreckage that it was also 
adopted by imitative male beachcombers 
who were called Mooncussers. 


Witches of Truro and Provincetown had 
a sharp eye for captains ashore to pur- 
chase supplies. These they tricked and 
cheated, while young, handsome sailors 
they lured to Revel Rings. The Red 
Heeled Witch of Truro, a mischievous 
lass with a multitude of disguises and 
alibis, and a shocking indifference to 
morality, used to mix batches of the 
most delectable doughnuts—containing of 
course, love potions, elixirs of youth, or 
doses of midsummer madness. 


She is closely seconded in fame bv 
Goodie Hallett, the Whistlin’ Witch, some- 
times called the Whale Woman. On 
stormy nights Goodie danced in the 
wind with the lost souls being wafted 
to Hell, and you could hear her whistling 
round the eaves and chimneys. As the 
Whale Woman she inhabited the body of 
the great Whistling Whale. Cozy in- 
side this fabulous mammal she lived for 
a century, upsetting whale boats, stoving 
in the ribs of the ships, dicing with the 
Devil for the souls in the front parlor 
of the whale. 


She should not be confused with a 
beautiful witch of the same name, Maria 
Hallett of Eastham, who, like Liza Tower 
Hill, was a sorceress and astrologer, who 
could brew a great storm over the sea 
and destroy ships at will. She loved Bell- 
amy, the pirate, and lived on a secret 
island somewhere in the Eastham marshes. 
Like Liza, Maria Hallett was undoubtedly 
a real person, daughter of a sea captain. 
Her strange pact with the “Old Comer,” 
and what happened on her secret island 
in the great storm of 1717 when Bellamy’s 
ship was wrecked, form the plot of The 
Mutinous Wind. Maria Hallett is almost 
a classical example of the sailor’s dream— 
and fear—of fair women on shore.

CLAUDETTE COLBERT (Sandra) was 
born Claudette Chauchoin, in Paris, 
France, on one eventful September 13th. 
When she was five her family moved 
to New York City. Her father, who 
was employed by the First National 
Bank, her mother, her brother Charles, 
and young Claudette lived in a fourth- 
floor walk-up apartment on Lexington 
Avenue. She went to Public School 59 
and Washington Irving High. When her 
father died, she abandoned plans to 
become a dress designer and turned to 
the stage because she felt it offered a 
better opportunity to aid in the support 
of her mother and grandmother. Her 
first stage job was a three-line bit in 
“The Wild Westcotts”. Her first leading 
role was in “The Marionette Man”, for 
Brock Pemberton, to whom she repre- 
sented herself as an experienced actress— 
which at the time was slightly less than 
the truth. Under the management of 
Al Woods she became a brilliant Broad- 
way success appearing in such hits as 
“The Cat Came Back”, “High Stakes”, 
"A. Kiss. Insta laxt The ‘Ghost train. 
“The Barker”, and “Dynamo”. Paramount 
signed her for films in 1929. Her first 
picture was ‘Love O’Mike’’, a silent. Her 
next was Paramount’s first all-talkie, 
“The Hole in the Wall’. Both were 
made at the company’s Long Island studio. 
She went to Hollywood in 1932 and after 
a succession of colorless roles was pre- 
pared to quit and go back to the stage 
when Cecil B. DeMille cast her in the 
title role of “Cleopatra”. From then on 
her career was nothing but onward and 
upward. In 1934 she won the Motion 
Picture Acadamy Award “Oscar” for “It 
Happened One Night’”—(who will ever 
forget her scintillating performance in 
that classic comedy?). In 1944 she was 
again a candidate for an Academy 
Award for “Since You Went Away”. 
Miss Colbert is a quick study at physical

as well as mental problems. In various 
pictures she has learned to be an expert 
swimmer, diver, horseback rider, skater, 
and skiier. She has won two champion- 
ships in skiing at Sun Valley. Until 1944 
she remained under contract to Para- 
mount and since “It Happened One Night” 
has never been out of the movie industry’s 
“First 10” in popularity polls. In her 
seventeen years of film, Miss Colbert has 
made more than fifty motion pictures. Her 
most recent ones are “Thunder on the 
Hill”, “Three Came Home”, ‘The Secret 
Fury”, “Family Honeymoon”, “Sleep My 
Love”, “The Egg and I’, “Secret Heart’, 
“Without Reservations’, “Tomorrow Is 
Forever’, “Since You Went Away”, “Guest 
Wife”, “So Proudly We Hail’, “Practically 
Yours”, “No Time for Love”, “Arise My 
Love”. Miss Colbert is married to Dr. 
Joel Pressman, the noted Los Angeles 
physician, who throughout World War II 
served with the U. S. Navy in the Pacific 
theatre with the rank of Commander. 


LEON JANNEY (Hali Alani) is featur- 
ed weekly with Rex Harrison in “The 
Private Files of Rex Saunders” on N. B. 
C. Many other assignments have kept 
him continually busy playing all ages 
and dialects. Television, too, has borrowed 
his talents, where he has been a panel 
expert on “Think Fast’, and featured 
with Judith Evelyn on the Somerset 
Maugham Theatre in “The Letter”. His 
strong forte, however, has been the stage 
itself. He has appeared on Broadway in 
such hits as “Parade” (for the Theatre 
Guild), “Foreigners”, G.B. Shaw’s “The 
Simpleton of the Unexpected Isles”, and 
“Mulatto”’, in which he played the title 
role. In addition to numerous other 
roles, Mr.. Janney has been in the touring 
companies of “Brother Rat”, and “Ah, 
Wilderness”. Prior to his appearance here 
at the Playhouse, he has appeared in 
summer stock at Olney, Md. and Ivory- 
ton, Conn. 


EDITH MEISER (Maud Witterby) started 
her professional career with the Garrick 
Gaieties, and since then has appeared 
in over 28 Broadway productions.

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REGINALD MASON (Punalo Alani) was 
seen on Broadway in “Pygmalion”, “Jour- 
ney’s End’, “Dover Road’, “Tiger Cats’, 
“First Mrs. Fraser’, “Dear Octopus’, “You 
Can’t Take It With You”, “Doughgirls’, 
“Theatre”, “Kiss for Cinderella”, and many 
others. In Hollywood he has worked 
for M-G-M, 20th Century, Universal, 
Warner Bros., Columbia, R-K-O and 
Paramount. He has been heard on radio 
on the Theatre Guild on the Air, and 
Cavalcade of America. He has been kept 
very busy on television where he has 
most recently appeared on “Make Way 
for Lucia” for the Kraft Theatre and on 
“Rebecca” for the Philoc Playhouse. His 
last Playhouse engagement was opposite 
Jane Cowl in “The First Mrs. Fraser’’. 


BERRY KROEGER (Sir George Shotter) 
was selected to play Chartier, the poet, 
in “Joan of Lorraine’ with Ingrid Berg- 
man. Following a successful run with 
Miss Bergman, he was called to Holly- 
wood to act in several hit films, some of 
which were “The Iron Curtain’, “The 
Cry of the City’’, “The Dark Past’, “Down 
to the Sea in Ships’, “Act of Violence’, 
and “The Sword of Monte Cristo’. Besides 
Mr. Kroeger’s theatrical appearances, he 
has acted on numerous leading television 
productions and continually works on no 
less than thirty-five radio programs. 


CHESTER STRATTON (Boffin) was last 
seen in “Idiot’s Delight” at the City Center 
Theatre in New York with Ruth Chatter- 
ton and Lee Tracy. Prior to this he 
appeared with Maurice Evans in “Richard 
IT” and “Man and Superman’. Broadway 
audiences have also seen him in “The 
Barretts of Wimpole Street”, with Kather- 
ine Cornell, and “Whiteoaks”, with Ethel 
Barrymore. He keeps busy between 
Broadway engagements with numerous 
television appearances on all the major 
dramatic programs. 


CHERRY HARDY (Cuckoo Honey) came 
to United States from London, England, 
to appear with Helen Hayes in “Victoria 
Regina”. She recently played the same 
role, Duchess of Sutherland, on Television 
with Miss Hayes. On Broadway her 
credits include: “The Druid Circle” with 
Leo G. Carroll; “Reunion in Vienna”, 
with the Lunts and “Ladies in Retire- 
ment”, “Make Way for Lucia” and “Anne 
of England”. The television and radio 
medias have used her talents for over 
500 shows. 


ESTHER MITCHELL (Mrs. Turling) has 
appeared with such notables as Walter 
Hampden, Ethel Barrymore, Roland

tress Mine” and has been with them ever 
since, including the tour of “I Know My 


Love” finishing up last March. Earlier 
this season she appeared with Leo G.

Westport. 


A. J. HERBERT (Commander Turling) 
has trod the boards of literally hundreds 
of stages in America. Not to mention his 
numerous Broadway engagements, he 
has performed in almost every major 
city including St. Louis, Dallas, New 
Orleans, Pittsburgh, Louisville, Memphis, 
Houston, San Francisco, Chicago and 
Detroit. Cameras are not new to him 
either; he has faced over 125 on television 
and seen many more while working for 
Warner Brothers and R. K. O. 


GORDON MILLS (Captain Christopher 
Mortlock) most recently appeared in the 
lead opposite Claudia Morgan in “Back- 
ground’, a new play tryout at Andover, 
N. J. On Broadway Mr. Mills has appeared 
in “Present Laughter” with Clifton Webb 
and “The Taming of the Shrew” with 
the Lunts. He has worked on many tele- 
vision programs, among which are the 
Lucky Strike, Kraft, and Philco produc- 
tions as well as the Silver Theatre and 
“Man Against Crime”. 


ROY JOHNSON (Robert Frome) began 
his acting career with the Boston and 
coast companies of “You Can’t Take It 
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With You”. In the Windy City he has 
acted in the long running comedy “Boy 
Meets Girl’, and again in “The Fabulous 
Invalid’. With the Lunts he has appeared 
in “Idiot's Delight”, “There Shall Be 
No Night” and “I Know My Love”. On 
television he has been seen on “Studio 
One’, Believe It or Not’, and Suspense”. 


PETER BOYNE (Edward Honey) received 
his diploma from Trinity College, London. 
He next attended the Royal Acadamy of 
Dramatic Art and then spent a season 
with the Shakespearean Memorial Theatre 
at Stratford-On-Avon. After this he per- 
formed in repertory companies in Glas- 
gow, Edinburgh, York, Birmingham, and 
Nottingham. Since coming to America, 
he has appeared on Broadway in “Three 
Sisters’, “Heart of a City’, “The Late 
George Apley”, “Second Best Bed’, “Day 
Before Yesterday” and “Yes M’ Lord’, 
In national tours he has acted with Jane 
Cowl, Ruth Chatterton and Francis Led- 
erer. 


DON GLEN (Sanyamo) is in the enviable 
position of combining both business and 
acting careers successfully. During the 
winter season, he holds the position of 
Ass’t Manager, Ass’t Treasurer of the 
Shubert Theatre in New Haven and for 
eight summers has been a member of 
the resident company and Treasurer in 
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charge of the box-office at Westport. 
As an actor, he has made over a dozen 
films, two of whch were “Border Town”, 
with Bette Davis and “Tale of Two 
Cities”, with Ronald Colman. His last 
appearance on Broadway was in “Liberty 
Jones.” 


JOHN C. WILSON, who has directed the 
play, is of Trenton, Andover, Yale, Lon- 
don, New York, and Fairfield, Conn. it 
was Edgar Montillion Wooley (Monty 
now) who inculcated the young Wilson 
at Yale with a feeling for the theatre. 
That same enthusiasm made him a close 
friend of Noel Coward and, with his 
banking business background, he soon 
became Coward’s business manager and 
financial advisor. After a period of school- 
ing which included stage-manager, com- 
pany manager, and other allied facets 
of the theatre, he established his own 
producing organization in both countries, 
with Mr. Coward, Alfred Lunt and Lynn 
Fontanne as partners. Under the Wilson 
banner Broadway saw such _ successes 
as “Excursion”, “George and Margaret’, 
“Point Valaine’, “Dear Octopus”, “Set 
to Music”, “Tonight at 8::30”, “Bloomer 
Girl’, “Blithe Spirit’, “The Day Before 
Spring’, and “Present Laughter”’—the 
last three of which he staged as well as 
produced. Sometimes he has gone be- 
yond his own office in taking on various 
directing assignments such as “A Con- 
necticut Yankee” for Rodgers and Hart; 
“The Pirate” and “Foolish Notion” for 
the Theatre Guild; and “Kiss Me Kate” for 
the Saint Subber and Lemuel Ayers. 
Friends for many years with Cole Porter, 
he was delighted to be involved as 
director of this latter production, even 
though he was involved with his own 
production season, represented by ‘“Pri- 
vate Lives” starring Tallulah Bankhead 
and “I Know My Love”, starring Alfred 
Lunt and Lynn Fontanne in association 
with the Theatre Guild. Other associations 
that Mr. Wilson has made through the 
years include his co-producing “Lovers 
and Friends” with Katherine Cornell; and 
“OQ Mistress Mine”, the John Gielgud 
season. “The Winslow Boy”, “Idiot’s De- 
light’, and “The Taming of the Shrew” 
with the Guild. He is currently repre- 
sented on Broadway by “Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes”, which he directed for 
Herman Levin and Oliver Smith. This 
past year he also directed the musicals 
“Bless You All” and “Make a Wish” (now 
departed from the Broadway scene); 
and co-produced with the Theatre Guild, 
Christopher Fry’s “The Lady’s Not For 
Burning”. Mr. Wilson has on his pro- 
duction schedule for this fall, “Nina”, 
starring Gloria Swanson, due at the 
Royale Theatre in November, and in the 
offing are two other new plays, “The Little 
Hut” and “The Rehearsal’. 
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
